7. Obviously, the Subcommittee is in no position to 
implement the coordination cf approved plane except in tl j 
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most general organisational sense, lacking, as the 3>iboo» 
mi t tee does, the wide range of authority which ties bade 
attributed to the Director in JiWWCC 304/6. 

8. It is assumed tdafc the Subcommittee has recognized b * 
now that psychological warfare does not consist of opsrtt m 
a radio, dropping leaflets and carrying on any other of 

the physical functions of a psychological warfare agency « 
These are only implementing processes for on attack upor 
the minds of specific areas of enemy and other population 
civil and military. Such attack must be governed f liadam# iial 
ly by the political ani security objectives of the govern wit; 
coordinated with theory and principles of psychological w r- 
fare ac reconciled with American tradition and practise. 
Without such a body of theory American psychological warf re 
in the event of war will oontinue to be a random, hli-or- iis« 
experimental activity depending upon Ingenuity and Invent ve- 
ness: which may be as often damaging to American prestige un< 
American objectives as it may be helpful. 

9. The State Department member recommends that ooriourr# *t 1 
with the Subcommittee* s preparation of r paper bn the pr# *- 
tieal aspects of emergency measures, offioial steps be tt :en 
immediately through 3 AN ACC to obtain, from a body edapoet i 
of competent personnel for this purpose, a develejsadat cf 
theory and principles for the performance of natiotuil psy iho * 
logical warfare.
